His pointing finger and words 
came to mind on reading the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision which re- 
versed the 
counter sit-ins in Louisiana. The 
court dismissed the ‘“‘breach-of- 
the-peace’’ sentences because 
there was not, of course, any evi- 
dence of breaching the peace. A 
man or woman sitting at a table 
or counter is not breaching the 
peace. Since, then, there was no 
positive breach of the peace, as is 
required to sustain the charge, 
the convictions were set aside 
without any constitutional decision. 


But the law was, and is, ring- 
ing the warning bell and blowing 
the whistle. It did this for more 
than 10 years before the school 
decision in 1954. Even so, it came 
as a shock and surprise to many.

Massive Changes 


We are a people living in the 
last half of a century crowded 
with events which are producing 
changes, some of them massive. 
Such bread-and-butter reasons as 
the peace and order of our com- 
munities, the prosperity of busi- 
ness and the orderly conduct of 
public affairs require us to act 
with common sense. 


There are, of course, broader 
arguments for a realization of 
what is required of us—the de- 
mands of constitutional law, the 
future of our country, the faith 
of Americans in one another... 
all these are necessary to our 
future. If we are unable to decide 
who may buy what in a store, 
who may use a public railway or 
bus station, and who may go to 
school, then we are doomed to un- 
dergo a long period of chaos, 
grief, and erosion of spirit. 


The warning bell and whistle of 
the processes of constitutional 
law are found, for example, in 
the following by Justice Douglas: 

“One can close the doors of his 
home to anyone he desires. But 
one who operates an enterprise 
under a license from the govern- 
ment enjoys a privilege that de- 
rives from the people. .. .” 


Every Citizen 


For some time it has been be- 
coming plainer and plainer that 
every person who is a citizen has 
equal rights. 
which some people find impossible 
to admit. They can cause them- 
selves, their families and their 
communities nothing but sorrow 
if they continue to insist that 
some citizens are protected by all 
the constitutional provisions and 
some are not. 


What the law seems to be saying 
to us is that certainly there can 
be no question of invasion of pri- 
vacy. A man’s home is his home. 
He will invite to it whom he 
chooses. He will associate only 
with whom he selects. 


But there is inescapably another 
question about any enterprise 
which has a license issued by a 
local government and the state. It 
opens its doors to the public. 
uses newspaper, radio and TV 
ads urging the public to purchase 
its goods,

WASHINGTON—The U.S. Supreme Court Monday ruled Georgia’s 
tobacco-tagging law unconstitutional. 


This means that tobacco sold 
at auction markets in the state 
cannot be marked with tags that 
indicate by their colors whether 
the tobacco was grown in Georgia 
or the Carolinas. 


Justice William Douglas deliv- 
ered the opinion of the court, 
which split 6-3. He wrote that 
the Tobacco Inspection Act au- 
thorized the secretary of agricul- 
ture to establish standards for 
tobacco. This act, he said, pre- 
empted states from establishing 
standards of their own.

WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Dean Rusk told B. K. Nehru, 
the Indian ambassador, Monday that the United States ‘‘deeply re-

Nehru called on Rusk at 10 a.m. 
at his own request. Contrary to 
custom, his visit was not posted 
on the diplomatic visitors’ list in 
the State department press room, 
and the ambassador came and 
went without the usual questions 
from reporters in the secretary’s 
anteroom. 


Later, State Department Press 
Officer Lincoln White said the 
ambassador had delivered an “‘in- 
formal memorandum setting forth 
the Indian position.” 

ENVOY REPORT 


The secretary, White added, 
‘“‘expressed the U.S. view, name- 
ly that the U.S. deeply regrets 
the use of force in this situation.” 


Monday afternoon the Portu- 
guese ambassador, Pedro Theo- 
tonio Pereira, came to see Rusk, 
also at his own request. Later 
Pereira told reporters he had re- 
ported to Rusk on what he called 
India’s “brutal and premeditated 
attack’’ on Goa. 


When asked whether he had re- 
quested U.S. support for Portu- 
gal’s censure resolution against 
India in the United Nations’ Se- 
curity Council, the ambassador 
said: 

“I asked for the normal cooper- 
ation of a friend and ally.”’ 
PORTUGUESE TRIBUTE 
Portugal is a member of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, but the United States and 
other members of the alliance 
have made clear that the treaty’s 
writ does not run to Portugal’s 
overseas possessions, 


“I have been observing with

gratitude,’"” the ambassador de- 
clared, ‘‘the friendly reaction of 
this great country. This country 
has a great spirit of justice and 
fairness. I am glad that the spirit 
of moral condemnation is coming 
from this country.”

Two smaller Portuguese terri- 
tories on the Indian subcontinent 
fell within less than 24 hours after 
they were attacked. Indian forces 
were reliably reported in full com- 
mand of Dama and Diu north 
of Bombay. 

OVERRUN 3RD OF GOA 

The operation against Goa, 
Dama and Diu started shortly 
after midnight Sunday. By Mon- 
day, troops of the Indian 17th in- 
fantry division appeared to have 
overrun considerably more than 
a third of Goa. 


The Defense Ministery said 
troops were meeting little Portu- 
guese resistance. It said they were 
being welcomed and helped every- 
where by the people of Goa, 


Defense Minister V. K. Krishna 
Menon named Maj. Gen. K. P. 
Candeth, the field commander, as 
military governor of Goa. The 
prime minister told newsmen that 
India derived “no pleasure” from 
taking armed action “but the 
Portuguese ultimately left no 
choice open to us.” 


APPEALS FOR END 

He added: “I hope this will be 
over soon and the people in Goa 
will settle down to a peaceful 
and free life.” 


Indian troops struck Goa from 
north, east and south. The main 
thrust from the east reached the 
outskirts of the key central Goan 
town of Ponda.

BOMBAY, India (?—Embattled Goa, the tiny, tropical focal point 
of world attention and U.N. concern, means many things to many 


people. 

The hilly, river-seamed _ en- 
clave is a partly decayed rem- 
nant outpost of Portuguese em- 
pire, a historic toehold of Chris- 
tianty in Asia, a bone in the 
throat of Indian anti-colonialists 
and the home of gentle, dark- 
skinned men who are famous in 
Asia and the Middle East as 
hotel staff personnel, servants 
and bearers. 

To the Portuguese, Goa is 
“golden Goa,” the brightest 
jewel in the vast necklace of

The French Foreign Ministry 
expressed ‘‘astonishment and re- 
gret’’ and the conservative Paris 
newspaper Aurore commented: 

Mr. Nehru has thrown down his 
mask, violating the charter of the 
United Nations. The illustrious 
pandit is not afraid of splashing 
his white tunic with blood.” 

State department officials in 
Washington made it clear that the 
United States strongly disap- 
proves India’s action. 

So did the Netherlands. A

An Atlanta businessman has just returned 
from Europe, shaken in some of his old notions 


re and convinced of some new truths. He is a clear- 
eyed conservative who has had his doubts about foreign aid, free 
trade, President Kennedy and the rest. 

But he found the Common Market has recast America's kinship 
with her old European relatives. Prosperity has bred a new inde- 
pendence of, and some disinterest in, their Uncle Sam. 

“I’ve about decided what they respect is American military power 
and the American dollar,” he said. His conception of them as old- 
school friends and allies was rearranged.

He found Europe's spring of labor, Italy, drying up because of 
Italian prosperity, and discovered Germany is now importing Japa- 


nese to mine coal. 


“The Common Market is all they talk about,”’ he said. “Even 
European wives can tell you all about it. It’s bringing good times. 
We'd better start talking about it in Georgia too.”’ 

After seeing the boom in Europe—the sudden self-sufficiency of 
nations that were almost our dependents a little over a decade ago— 
the Atlantan came home convinced that America must follow Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s lead toward free trade, even though tariff revision

Cry-Babies Bring 
U gly Consequences 


WASHINGTON—The cry-babyism of some few 
among the 150,000 reserve officers and soldiers 
called up for active duty in the Berlin crisis has 


now had ugly consequences. The Department of Defense has, been 
compelled to announce that it can no longer depend upon these men 
for limited service of this kind. Indeed, it is sadly concluded that they 
can hardly be relied upon for anything short of total war. 


Gen. James Van Fleetisa 
tough old commander. But, like 
nearly all great troop leaders, he 
is also a commander with both 
respect and compassion for all 
men in uniform. He has found in 
an inspection trip to six training 
camps that morale among the 
great majority is ‘“‘magnificent.” 


All the same, something is very 
wrong and it must be that well- 
known case of what a few bad 
apples will do to the whole barrel. 
And the gentle way in which that 
something has been described by 
Roswell L. Gilpatric, the deputy 
secretary of defense, must only 
add to a sense of alarm as to what 
has happened to this military gen- 
eration. 

“IT don’t think,’’ he says, “‘that 
our reservists have oriented them- 
selves to the thought that they are 
called up to prevent a fight, rath- 
er than to fight.” 

What this means — and it was 
not an easy thing for such a man 
as Gilpatric to say, in all his de- 
votion to preparing this country’s 
strength — is not pretty. However 
you parse it, however you define 
it or soften it, the central point 
comes through that the highest 
military authorities of this coun- 


try have found that the reserve is 
not of a mind to do its duty unless 
the reserve itself can decide what 
that duty is to be. 

This is a dreadful indictment; 
it is a shocking indictment, how- 
ever quietly it is put. For what, 
really, were the famous hardships 
suffered by these men in the call- 
up? One was an absence of clothes 
hangers; another was the inevita- 
able, the historical complaint of all 
soldiers at all times in history at 
the quality of the food. And so on. 

Other gripes, of course, were not 
so childish as this. 

For these men did not enter the 
reserve to be paid only for oc- 
casionally drilling; or, for that 
matter, to be even moderately 
comfortable. These officers have 
not retained their commissions 
simply to be eligible in time for 
fairly fat Army pensions. And, 
most galling of all, the great bulk 
of these men have never known 
a single hour of combat, 

It is no mere cliche to say that 
the Army not only builds men 
but expects men to be men. Isn't 
cold-war duty little enough for our 
present young men to bear when 
so many before them have borne 
a variety of war duty that was 
hot, indeed?

Kennedy’s Trip 
Not an Apology 


PARIS—Many Latin Americans like to fancy 


President Kennedy's quick trip to Caracas and 
| sae Bogota as a way of apologizing to our southern 
neighbors for past omissions. They incline to see us as a rich relative 


who neglected his duty toward poor cousins and now just admit as 
much to secure their continued good will. 


This is an error. U. S. policy 
in Latin America has been nei- 
ther consistent, profound nor 
adroit over the past years. But 
the fact that most nations south 
of the Rio Grande are in unhappy 
shape is far from being solely 
our fault.. Most of them have 
tended to avoid the obligations 
imposed upon them by modern 
social conditions. Countries with 
sizeable populations and vast po- 
tential wealth have used these 
advantages insufficiently. 

I have just completed an ex- 
tensive tour of Latin America 
which, if nothing else, made me 
aware of my own ignorance and, 
incidentally, awakened a feeling 
of deception in our means of 
facing issues. I intend to present 
certain analyses and conclusions 
concerning that area in subse- 
quent pieces. Some of these may 
be summarized accordingly: 

1. The idea of regional group- 
ings or a bloc approach to eco- 
nomic aid, while attractive sound- 
ing and applicable to Western Eu- 
rope, is premature in Latin Amer- 


ica. Differences are too startling 
to be wrapped together in one 


bundle. 


2. The United States is begin- 
) s 


ning to convince its neighbors of 
the sincerity and generosity of its 
interest in them. But it is not yet 
convincing them of the strength 
of its convictions. 

3. Until now we made inade- 
quate use of our European Allies. 
Some of our partners feel the 
moribund Monroe Doctrine in- 
trudes whenever common inter- 
ests in the hemisphere arise—de- 
spite the fact we would like them 
to join in putting the southern 
continent on its feet. 

4. Although the Kennedy admin- 
istration has begun to improve the 
quality of our Latin American dip- 
lomats, the task is incomplete. 
Furthermore, although the Presi- 
dent has unscrambled some of the 
Washington confusion on who runs 
our program, that also is an un- 
finished job. Conflict continues be- 
tween State department, CIA and 
various lending institutions, and 
our shrewder neighbors play one 


off against the other. 


5. Because we emphasize our 
generosity over our strength, 
some of the nations we would aid 
are so convinced we are pressing 
help that they would pleasantly 
like to blackmail us.

In recent weeks, President Ken- 
nedy has led the attack on an 
anonymous group he describes as 
the “extremist right-wing,”’ and 
many columnists and _ editorial 
writers have interpreted the Pres- 
ident’s remarks to be a condem- 
nation of the John Birchers. 


I do not propose to become em- 
broiled in any dispute over the 
merits or demerits of the Birch 
Society or its members. But the 
violence of the language in this 
little pamphlet aroused my inter- 
est. The author has literally quot- 
ed me completely out of context, 
and in many places completely 
misquoted me, in what appears 
to be a deliberate attempt to cate- 
gorize all conservatives as Fas- 
cists. 


I assume that some of you who 
read this column have seen this 
pamphlet. 

But it occurs to me the Ameri- 
can public is entitled to know the 
identity of the publisher and the 
author. In the Guide to Subver- 
sive Organizations and Publica- 
tions, House Document No. 226, 
on page 67, there appears the fol- 
lowing information: 

New Century Publishers. 

1. “An official Communist pub- 
lishing house which has published 
the works of William Z. Foster 
and Eugene Dennis, Communist

northwest Loulsiana’s 4th Dis- 
trict prepared to elect a succes- 
sor Tuesday to the late Rep.

BOLTED IN 1960 


Waggonner, in fact, bolted the 
Democratic party in 1960 and ran 
as a States Rights Party un- 
pledged elector. A year earlier 
he was defeated for state comp- 
troller on a ticket headed by State 
Sen. Willie Rainach, then chair- 
man of the Joint Legislatrve Com- 
mittee on Segregation. 


Lyons, who was a_ teacher, 
school principal and lawyer he- 
fore going into the oil business 
in the late 1930s, became a Ke- 
publican last year after 45 years 
as a registered Democrat. 


Although registration heavily 
favors Waggonner, Lyons has had 
the editorial endorsement of the 
Shreveport Times, the district’s 
only morning daily; and two 
smaller papers. The Shreveport 
Journal, an afternoon daily, did 
not endorse either candidate, al- 
though it ran several pro-Waggon- 
ner editorials. 


In the 1960 presidential election, 
the district gave more than 40 per 
cent of its vote to the Republican 
ticket. The States Rights party

The detection results from the 
New Mexico explosion on Dec. 10 
already are forcing a reappraisal 
of the predicted effectiveness of 
the so-called “big hole’’ technique 
for concealing underground ex- 
plosions. 


As the seismological detection 
study of the New Mexico explosion 
proceeds, scientists may also be 
forced to revise some of their 
earlier estimates on the difficulty 
of detecting underground explo- 
sions in any test ban agreement. 


The key technical problem stand- 
ing in the way of a test ban agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union. has 
been the difficulty of detecting 
small underground explosions and 
distringuishing them from natural 
earthquakes. 


TOUGHER DETECTION 


On the basis of a series of un- 
derground tests in Nevada in 1958, 
U.S. scientists had concluded that 
underground explosions would be 
far more difficult to detect than 
first presumed by East-West ex- 
perts in 1958 and that the 180- 


out by the experts would have a 
detection threshold of 20 kilotons, 
rather than the predicted five 
kilotons. 


The New Mexico explosion, 1,200 
feet deep in a salt cavern 25 miles 
southeast of Carlsbad, had a yield 
of five kilotons, or the equivalent 
of 5,000 tons of TNT.

*‘Let us be perfectly clear what 
is at stake here, gentlemen,”’ Ste- 
venson said in his opening speech.

We have opposed such action 
in the past by our closest friends 
as well as by others.

New ATO House at Tech 
Is a Decorator’s Delight!

The ATO house at Georgia Tech is far from 
being a ramblin’ wreck. 


In fact it is an architectural plumb and a 
decorator’s delight. 


The house—located on Fourth Street—is a 
massive English structure of old brick with a 
stone trim. A new wing has just been added plus 
several antique accessories and furnishings which 
give the entire home a look of well planned 
elegance and charm. 


One of the most interesting features is the 
excellent use of some antique-colored engravings 
of ancient Roman ruins which came from the 
collection of Walter Barnwell. 


These architectural masterpieces lend em- 
phasis to the living room because of Tech’s highly 
rated architectural school. 


In this same theme in the room there is a beau- 
tiful colored etching of the Georgia Tech Quad- 
rangle done in 1900. It hangs between triple 
windows which have linen draperies of an ancient 
Persian design.

The new wing is used as a library and is 
dramatic in its decorative color scheme of blue 
and green. There is a wall-to-wall carpet of a 
maresque design in uncut pile in blending shades 
of blue and green. Walls are light blue and 
draperies and runners are neutral linen with a 
contemporary tecturous design printed in blues 
and greens. : 


One entire wall contains portrait pictures of the 
three founders of the fraternity, while one end of 
the room has ceiling to floor shelves holding 
trophies won by members of the fraternity.
